ACCUSED WOMAN’S PLEA IN 

THEFT CHARGE. 

A married woman, Norah O'Connor, with 
an address in Coombe street, Dublin, was 
charged by Guard 19 B with the larceny of 
two bottles of wine, value for 10s., the pro- 
perty of Miss Lily McDermott, of Dame 
street, Dublin. 

Miss McDermott stated that on Wednesday 
evening the defendant entered her shop and 
asked for a sixpenny box of face powder. 
While witness was getting it she heard some 
bottles of wine on the counter rattle. On 
getting the face powder the defendant 
attempted to leave the shop hurriedly, but 
was challenged by witness, who found two 
bottles of wine hidden under her coat. 

Defendant said that she took the wine for 
her children, who were ill, and asked that 
witness should not send for the Guards. Wit- 
ness, however, felt that she should do her 
duty as a citizen, and sent for the Guard. 

The Guard stated that when charged and 
cautioned, the defendant admitted the 
offence. 

From the dock the defendant declared, 
that she was very drunk at the time, and 
did not remember taking the wine. 

A remand until Monday was ordered. 


DUBLIN CLUB’S LICENCE 


OBJECTION UPHELD. 

An objection was made by the Civic Guard 
to the renewal of the licence of the Army 
and Navy Veterans’ Club, 45 Mountjoy 
square. 

Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Office) 
said that there was a conviction in Septem- 
ber, 1927, with a fine of £10, another in 
November of the same year of £6, a further 
one in January, 1929, of £10, and yet another 
of £6 in July, 1929. 

Inspector McGloin gave evidence of the 
manner in which the club was conducted. On 
one occasion when he visited the premises he 
found a number of persons under the influence 
of drink, and one man was dancing on the 
floor without music. (Laughter.) The visits 
of the police to the club were nearly always 
associated with delays at the door before 
admission. The secretary was not always on 
the premises, and occasionally control was in 
the hands of the barman. 

To Mr. Clarke—My impression is that the 
club is used mainly for the sale of drink. 

To Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr. 
W. J, M. Coulter), for the club—I think that 
there should be a change in the management 
of this club. Certainly, it could be worked 
on better lines. 

Mr. Clarke asked for a 
certificate. 

Mr. Sherry contended that there had not 
been habitual breaches of the rules. 

The Justice—There is not much evidence 
of games being played in this club. 

Mr. Sherry—It is hard to expect men to 
play games in the month of June. 

Mr. Sheppard, one of the trustees of the 
club, said that he had been in the Zulu War, 
the Boer War and up the Nile. 

The Justice—What were you in’—The 
Ti ussars. 

The Justice—Judging by your size, I should 
have thought that you would have served in 
the heavy artillery. (Laughter.) 

Witness—I was much lighter then. 
(Renewed laughter.) 

In reply to Mr. Sherry, the. witness said 
that the election was due soon, and it was 
probable that an entirely new committee 
would be appointed to carry on the club on 
better lines. 

The Justice upheld the objection. 


BOOKMAKER FINED £125. 

Henry Woolfe, a bookmaker,. with an 
address in Linenhall street, was brought up 
on warrant for failing to pay to the Revenue 
Conumissioners the sum of £16 5s. 9d., a 
penalty imposed on him last November for a 
Lreach of the betting regulations. 

Mr. Clarke (State Solicitor’s office) pro- 
secuted. 

Mr. Briscoe, of the Revenue Department, 
deposed that no payment had been made by 
the defendant since the order had been made 
against him.

Joad has put forth ih a brief span 
of years. Its form, in part at T]east, is 
ephemeral, but it would be foolish to 
underrate the work-of the agile mind, kind

and has largely failed the Church of 
Christ... . 

This book professes to explain the 
reasons Of this failure. The first chapters 
are modestly described as ‘‘ of the nature 
of an impressionistic sketch.’’ A quick 
brain, working with quicker scissors and 
pen, has produced caricature rather than 
sketchery. The woes of modern Christendom 
aré set forth, while any signs of progress 
are disregarded. Class after class comes 
under the lash. gThe clergy are castigated, 
save a small class of English country 

arsons discovered by our writer to hold 

liefs akin to his own (p. 214). The 
Anglo-Catholic (p.. 32), belligerents (p. 
49), Victorians (p. 82), fundamentalists 
(p. 212), modern urban intellectualists 
(p. 90) are beaten with their several rods. 
This is all fair caricature, but, not fair 
draughtmanship. 

Here are some reckless statements. “ The 
parable of Lazarus~was slipped into the 
Gospel of S. Luke by an early governing 
class realist ” (p. 118). Even. Tolstoi can 
hardly outbid this. According tc our 
author, the clergy ‘have always oppressed, 
and therefore opposed, Joseph Arch in his 
efforts for farm ideas. Some may have 
done so, but has he, at his Devon school, 
never heard of Canon Girdlestone but two 
miles away? He was deemed by some 
Devon farmers as ‘‘ unfit to car (carry) 
guts for a bear,” because he championed 
the labourer, Many names, such as those 
of Truman, of. Hinton, Dorset, one of 
Arch’s stoutest supporters, might be given. 

Mr. Joad always will rise to a bright 
epigram. Here are two of the cheaper 
sort from his chapter headings: “An 
honest God is the noblest work of man,” 
and ‘‘ For God's sake don’t touch the 
Church of England; it is the only thing 
which stands between us and 
Christianity.” 

We come now to the future of religion. 

Whatever can be left after such reckless 
iconoclasm? Mr. Joad. with his crow- 
bar, has scaled great heights, while the 
gaping crowds below watch him toppling 
down pinnacle, statue and text. What 
kind of workman is he with a trowel ? 

After such a dilapidation of the’ Estab- 
lished Church it is surprising that he 
begins by taking what he calls a ‘‘ hint ” 
from her Catechism, “if it is to be be- 
lieved.”” The hint proves to be massive— 
namely, ‘‘ Our duty towards God and our 
neighbour.” As our author is almost 
pledged not to build up what he has cast 
“own, we ere not surprised that he begins 
his chapter in the duty fowards God, thus: 
“I come now to a chapter which I find 
is very difficult to write.” 

He proceeds to give an outline of a 
religion which will survive in the future. 
“For me the essence of religion is 
mysticism.’’ He then ingenuously admits 
that he himself is not a mystic, but 
* credits their unanimous testimony that 
there is a God Who can be known.”’’ 

We are relieved to hear that.“ life is 
not a pointless journey, but a crusade 
through the world of matter in search 
of the world of value and 
Amen; for a crusade implies an empty 
cross, but why be so sharp with the 
other pilgrims? 

It is a pity; for a man who can write 
so well and gallantly of the rapture of 
the patriot in early war days, who loves 
God and man, oughf to rise above this 
level of jibe and-mockery. Must.he for 
ever sit in the seat of the scornful as “an 
absorbed spectator?’’ Despite hergsón's 
“ Elan vital,’’ an Aristotelian Teios or 
the God with a capital letter, the future 
prospect for his “ reasonably monogamic "’ 
friends is bleak, colourless and unfur- 
nished. It is something like South Place 
Ethical Church in a London fog. 

Surely these queasy post-war days must 
be passing, and it befits Mr. Joad to do 
greater things than these, though he may 
lose his audience thereby. E. 8. C.

An t-Oileanac is a wonderful book and 
a testimony to the vitality of the Gaelic 
language.

welcome. 

We smile at the quaint, dry humour ; 
we weep at the pathos; we shudder when 
he brings us into contact with the grim 
realties of life as he saw and knew them. 
Vaguely he reminds us of the great 
realistic writers of Europe; yet there is a 
difference, and this difference lies in the 
author’s outlook. The kindness and 
gentleness of the man insinuates itself 
like spring sunshine, and while, on occa- 
sion, you weep with him, you feel, at the 
same time strengthened by his sane, 
steady philosophy, his nobility of 
character and his quiet cheerfulness. 

It is delightful when he rows us in his 
coracle laden with lobster to the waiting 
vessel. The lobsters are sold and hoisted 
aboard. The price is lowered to Tomas 
in a bucket tied to a rope. We are as 
interested—much more so than he, per- 
haps—in the amount he gets and as eager 
as children to know what the . good- 
natured captain lowers in addition, bis- 
cuits and what-not, and we are glad to 
discover in the bottom of the bucket a 
most useful ‘‘ buideal biotaille.’’

OOKS of travel. like other books, are 
good, bad and so-so. A European 
misanthropist takes a. trip to America, 
and in the due course of. two 
months we are presented with his 
researches under “What I Saw in 
America.” In the same way this fashion 
of darting in and out of countries with 
an everréady kit’ for collecting ‘*im- 
pressions ' has sometimes produced whole 
volumes. purporting to be true pictures of 
the countries visited on a “ Round the 
World Cruise.” 

Pictures—poor daubs for the most part 
—-these may be, but of what use or 
interest, are..they..to the long-suffering 
public always eager for the mi 
The gteat pity. is that there have been so 
few men Jike H. Driberg, the author 
of the present. volume, who, in the interests 
of science and the edification of the read- 
ing public, are willing to live for years 
among the people and to interpret their 
life and eustoms with the discriminating 
judgment. of intimate knowledge. 

Thé subject, or subjects, of this volume 
are “ People of the Small “Arrow,” so- 
called from the miniature weapons which 
they use for bleeding their cattle, and 
otherwise known as the Didinga. They 
are a pastoral people, who inhabit the 
mountainous region of the Sudan border- 
ing on Abyssinia. Mr. Driberg, during 
his long residence among the tribe, 
collected stories of episodes which illus- 
trate remarkably well the mind and the 
tempo of ordinary life in the tribe. His 


disputes. is particularly useful to students 
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AR. CONWELL-EVANS’S ‘study of 
the methods employed by the 
Council of the League of Nations to pre- 
vent war and to settle “international 


of the League’s work.and of international 
law. First, he sets forth the legal basis 
of the Council’s authority, to safeguard 
peace by analysing its jurisdiction, as 
established by the Covenant, In his 
second part he deals with war and the 
threat of war, with special attention to 
Article XI., which makes a war the con-. 
cern of all League members, and - the 
restoration of peace by the resort to pre- 
ventive measures a paramount duty of 
The third part—and the 
most important in the light of practical 
international affairs—treats of disputes 
likely to lead to a rupture. ‘Here Mr. 
Evans is at his best, lucidly explaining 
the difficult working of the delicate 
machinery necessary for conciliating the 
disputants. 
Neutral Commissions of Inquiry, advi- 
sory opinions of the Permanént Court of 
International Justice, direct methods em- 
ployed by the Council itself, are clearly 
examined as possible means towards 
‘‘ keeping the peace.” The choice exer- 
cised by the Council, which has now a 
creditable record of successful pacific 
settlements; afierds-- proof -of its dis- 
interested conduct, and (as Mr. Evans 
points out) ‘‘ should silence those critics 
who hold that the Council is incapable 
of impartial judgment.’’ ‘Such critics) 
usually allow Racivan to be dominated 
by some particular incident (Vilna or 
Corfu) and have not been able to survey 
the Council’s activities as a whole. 
There are limits to arbitration as a 
method of settlement. Judicial means 
are suitable for settling disputes about 
existing rights, but not about rights m 
the future, and, as Mr. Evans insists, 
wars are usually caused by disputes of 
the latter class. ‘‘ When new rights are 
to be created the States concerned wish 
to have a voice in their creation; in 
other words, such disputes are usually 
settled by conciliation. Hence the ‘value 
of the Council of the League lies in pro- 
viding not only the means of settlement, 
but also, if its efforts do not immediately 
win success, in safeguarding peace while 
time softens the stubborn wills of the 
parties.”’ i Mm | 
The Council meets three times’ a year ; 
its machinery does not rust, but moves 
apace with the problems it has. to resolve. 
During the first ten years of its life the 
Council has successfully dealt with seven- 
teen cases likely to lead to‘a rupture, and 
brought to an immediate end. hostilities 
which had broken out on seven or eight 
occasions between members of the League. 
The League failures over Vilna (1920) 
and Corfu (1923) occur in: the Council's 
infancy, before its sessions. drew 
Prime Ministers and Foreign Ministers 
from the overwhelming difficulties ‘of their 
own national problems. In 1921 and 
1922 none of these Ministers went to the 
Council: in 1923 the proportion was two 
per ‘cent., and in 1927 fifty per cent. , 
according to the Swiss Professor Rappard.

The funeral of the Rev. John Moore Robin- 
son took place from his residence, Ovoca 
Manor, to the graveyard of Holy Trinity 
Church, Ovoca, on Wednesday. After passing 
through Trinity College and the Divinity 
School. where he obtained the B.A. Degree 
(Ist Class), M.A., and First Ecclesiastical 
Wistorv Prize, Dr. Salmon’s Theological 
Prize, Exhibition, etc.. he was ordained for 
the curacy of Birr in 1883, but only remained 
there a short time, as he was appointed 
Domestic Chaplain to the Bishop of Killaloe. 
He became rector of Castlemacadam, Ovoca, 
in 1886. and continued in this parish until his 
resignation thirty-six years later. 

During his incumbency many improvements

THE DEPTHS OF 


DEPTFORD. 


OR many years Miss Ellen Chase 
worked with Miss Octavia Hill in one 
of the worst courts of Deptford in an 
attempt to raise the life of the people 
there and to bring them te~«a higher per- 
ception of its possibilities. Their method 
was simple, but successful. It was to 
put habitable houses within the reach of 
the poorest people and to insist on prompt 
and regular payment of the weekly rent. 
As a landlord she had the power of con- 
trolling the evils of overcrowding and of 
keeping the dwellings in order, and as a 
collector of rent she escaped the embarrass- 
ment which sometimes accompanies other 
forms of visiting. She could steady a 
tenant who was inclined to waver, or, on 
the other hand, she could be of more 
service than a stranger in times of 
difficulty. 

Miss Chase explains how the tenants 
were chosen, the houses were doctored, and 
the various folk under her charge were 
shepherded into better ways of life, Of 
course, some of. them were hopeless, and 
then it was a case of “ Go she must.”’ 
One of the most entertaining chapters 
describes how Mrs. Hennessey, many 
weeks in arrears with her rent, was given 
twenty-one days to get out, and was only 
ejected as the clock was striking the 
expiration of the legal limit. The good

AN IRISH SETTING.

EFERENCE was made recently to 

the increasing difhculty of finding 

a book that is suitable íor reading aloud, 

and here is one that meets that very need, 

a book full of incident and of amusing 

dialogue with vivid descriptions of places 
at home and abroad. 

When a peer of the realm becomes 
thoroughly bored with his conventional 
life, and decides to slip away under an 
assumed name, leaving no address, but 
taking with him a large sum of money in 
bank notes, the stage is set for all kinds 
of delightful and unexpected happenings. 
Many of these happenings take place in 
an lrish village, and this adds to their 
interest; for the authors can paint a 
picture of Irish village life that is true, 
and, therefore, entertaining. Some books 
that deal with the Irish countryside 
introduce a trip to Dublin or to London 
as a great adventure; but in ‘ Every 
Dog," the little group oí characters 
brought together by chance or by fate, 
travels as far as Portugal, where amusing 
experiences abound in one of the revolu- 
tions that arise from time to time in 
that picturesque country. 

The book is full of vivid phrases that 
bring the thing spoken of before the eyes 
of the reader, One of the characters 
awakes in an Irish country house to the 
sound ‘‘ of all sounds the most cheerful 
and prosperous, the scrish-crish of gravel 
being raked under his window.” An 
Irish peasant, whose son and daughter 
had just started for America, “ listened 
with almost perfunctory interest to 
accounts of Peter and Mary Agnes on the 
ship; she was not trained to the ways of 
keeping contact once the bodily presence 
is removed.’’ The authors, of course, are 
Irish ; who else would know that an Irish 
girl whose views are decided about the 
folk she meets would think of the English 
peer who tried hard to be unprejudiced 
and fair, ‘‘ how draughty his mind would 
be if it always had to be kept open.”

THE BATTLE OF KINSALE. 


—-—— e -—-— 
(By FLORENCE O'SULL/VAN). 


"TE Calendar of the Spanish State 
Papers (Simancas), of the year 1601, 
affords a most fascinating study of the 
most stirring and momentous period in the 
chequered history of Ireland. It was a 
truly heroic time, and it seems curious 
that the novelists have not made further 
use of the material available in these 
records. The pages of Froissart are not 
more vivid. The chronicle of events 
related in the Spanish State Papers may 
be checked and compared with the records 
of the same period contained in the 
English State Papers, and in the pages of 
Stafford’s famous “ Pacata Hibernia,” 
Standish O’Grady made good use of this 
material in the volume of short stories of 
that period, published under the title of 
“The Bog of Stars” (Mona Reulta). 
Here is a prolific field for the Irish writers 
of the future. Charles Reade wrote an 
immortal story, “ The Cloister and the 
Hearth,’’ out of the materials provided by 
the chronicles of medieval Europe. Our 
island story of the year 1601 provides 
materials for an Irish Reade to enrich the 
pages of Irish historical romance. 

Of the many episodes of the state of 
warfare that existed so long between 
Spain and England, the colossal effort 
made by Spain in the year 1588, through 
the medium of the great Armada, proved 
the most nerve-shaking experience for the 
English nation. It was a truly fortunate 
circumstance for them that the Spaniard 
did not gain a footing on English soil. 
The little belt of silver sea. Britain’s first 
line of defence, proved invincible, and 
‘torn ocean’s yeast of waves ' mortally 
marred the Armada’s pride. Yet in 1601 
the Spaniards did gain a footing, not on 
English soil, but on Irish soil—a jumping- 
off point which, with any luck for the 
Spaniard, might .have proved equally 
dangerous. A great part of Ireland had 
been at that period wrested from the 
English by the efforts of the Confederate 
chieftains, O'Sullivan, O'Donnell and 
O'Neill. Their power, however, lay 
chiefly in the North and West. They were 
weak in the South. 


THE SPANISH LANDING. 


In these circumstances the Spaniard 
shot his bolt. On the 23rd September, 
1601, Don Juan D’ Aquila landed at Kin- 
sale with 3,500 Spanish infantry. He 
had brought 1. saddles with him, 
hoping to find horses on his arrival, but 
the horses were not forthcoming. “ Now," 
wrote Stafford, ‘‘ we come to the siege of 
Kinsale, a place ordayned, wherein the 
honour and safety of Queen Elizabeth, the 
reputation of the English nation, the 
enuse of religion and the crown of Ire- 
Jand must be by arms. disputed; for upon 
the success of this these vreat 
and important consequences depended.”’ 
English forces were mobilised as quickly 
as possible, and, when ready, were 
marched to Kinsale, which thev 
surrounded and besieged. The siege lasted 
until the end of the following December, 
when the (‘onfede:. [Trish forees, which, 
towards the end of the year, had advanced 
tnruily io the aid of their allies, were 
sicnally defeated at tl. Battle of Kinsale, 

The Spanish State Papers contain 
particulars of the despatches that passed 
between the Spanish General and the Irish 
(Confederate chieftains on the one hand, 
and the King of Spain and others of hich 
rank in the Peninsula on the other. 
Philip II. of Spain dallied for a long 
time with the Irish chieftains as to the 
assistance to |e afforded by him. His 
experience with the ill-fated Armada of 
1588 had rendered him timorous and 
niggardly. Previous to 1596 he had sent 
his Secretary to the then Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Tuam to inquire into the 
position of affairs in Ireland. ‘ What 
they demand (wrote Philip to his 
Secretary) is very much. You talk to 
him (the Archbishop) and get to the 
bottom of it all, and we will see what is 
the very smallest aid that will be needed. 
If it will be so small that we can give 
it, we will heip them.” Later Philip 
sent military experts to the Earl of 
Tyrone—among them Captain Cobos, who 
reported most favourably on the situa- 
tion and promised the chieftains 
immediate aid. The report, which is 
given verbatim in the Spanish State 
Dapers, is a most interesting document.

THE STRATEGIC POSITION. 
Philip IJ. of Spain died in 1698, and 


was succeeded by his son Philip ITI., who 
proved — more energetic than his 
predecessor, and the expedition, with 
D’ Aquila as military commander was got 
ready in 1600, and finally set sail in 
September, 1601. The Spanish ficet, when 
it weighed anchor from the Tagus’s mouth, 
consisted of 45 vessels, carrying about 
6000 men, under Admiral Dievo 
Brochero. Six were of the class called 
galleons—the St. Paul, the St. Peter, the 
St. Andrew, with three others whose names 
are not uiven. The force was scattered 
and diminished by a storm, which drove 
a squadron consisting of eight of the ships 
back to Spain, so that only 5,500 men 
landed at Kinsale. The requisitions sent 
to Spain, upon which the Spaniards came 
to Ireland, expressly stipulated: ‘‘If the 
aides were sent to Ulster, then O'Neill 
required but fower or five thousand men. 
If the King did purpose to send an Army 
into Munster, he should send strongly, 
because neither Tyrone nor O'Donnell 
coukd come to help him.” The truth of 
this exposition of the strategic position 
is borne out by tae statement in.a despatch 
from the Lord Deputy Mountjoy to the 
Privy Council, of September, 1601, in 
which he said that, “if the Spanish came 
to Uonnaucht, we are utterly unprovided 
to meet the war there.” 

D* Aquila was seriously concerned for the 
insufficiency of his army, and sent urgent 
despatches to Spain for reinforcements. 
The Adalantado of Castile, in: writing to 
Philip as to the aids required by D’ Aquila, 
stated very forcibly: ‘‘ The reinforcement 
ueeded is one that w.. end the business 
once and for all, and not driblefs like sips 
of broth, that will only prolong the agony 
and will allow the invalid to die, after 
all. Little reinforcements will only cause 
the loss to be greater, and will give the 
Queen (Elizabeth) an opportunity of 
sending with ease larger aid than can go 
from Spain. The landing of the men 
where they were landed is a great draw- 
back, T have been much grieved for some 
ve: = past to see that, from motives of 
economy, expeditions ave undertaken with 
such small forces that they prineipaily 
serve to irritate our enemies rather than 
to punish them."’ 


REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVE. 


Reinforcements arrived early in the 
following DecemLar, but, in this case also, 
half the forces were driven back to Spain 
by stress of weather, and only 1,000 men 
were landed at Castlehaven, whence they 
marched to Baltimore and Dunboy, and 
garrisoned the castles there. 

Further reinforcements on a large scale 
were got together in Spain, and were to be 
despatched at the opening of the new year; 
but the news of the defeat of the Irish 
forces at the Battle of Kinsale reached 
Spain before their despatch, whereupon 
ths troops were disbanded, and Spain 
finally abandoned the Irish cause. 
Despatches interce by the English, 

only reached PD’Aquila after his 
wht, to encour 
reparation. 
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Lerma, in a letter to Don Juan, said: 
“ His Majesty hath commanded me to 

gallant succours both by land and 
sea, Which is done and shal! presently be 
despatched, and this ship is only sent to 
advertise you thereof that you Gá with 
the more courage defend yourself. 


A MISSED OPPORTUNITY. 

The King, in a letter to D'Aguila, of 
the álst January, wrote: "I hope that 
in the midst of so many dangers and 
labours wherewith you are environed you 
will presérve the Army until more succours 
of shipping. men, arms cnd munitions 
be _ sen you, which are omy - 

ible expedition in preparing and sha 

peedily des tched.” How lucky it 
was for the English that these forces were, 
in the event, never despatched, may be 
judged from the fact that Carew, the Lord 
President of Munster, who commanded 
the English forces, reporting to the 
Privy Council on the probable effect of a 
fresh Spanish invasion, stated that ‘‘ the 
loss of one field or one day's disaster would 
absolutely lose the Kingdom of Ireland.”’ 
So anxious was Mountjoy. the Lord 
Deputy, as to the position of affairs, in 
view of a fresh Spanish invasion, that, 
even after his victory at the Battle of 
Kinsale. he consented to Don Juan's 
stipulation, as part of the terms of 
surrender, that the Spanish forces shx ‘ld 
march out of. Kinsale with ensigns 
flying, their arms in their hands, and with 
all the honours of war, and that shipping 
should be provided to transport the Army 
Lack to Spain. 

Enough has been quoted to prove the 
wealth of material for the novelist in the 
Spanish State Papers of 1601. It is idle 
to speculate upon the fate of Ireland if 
the Spanish expedition had succeeded and 
the Kingdom of Ireland had been lost to 
England. That the growing power of 
England would have submitted tamely to 
a pistol aimed at its heart from Ireland 
as a base of attack is incredible. Ireland 
would have become the cockpit of a fierce 
and bitter struggle, a fight to the death, 
between two powerful nations.

There, 
they will have nothing to do with Paul 
Jones; he is anathema. The dance, I am 
informed, is known as a ‘‘ Jumble 
Dance.” TI understand, by the way, that 
the buccaneer is credited with more Irish 
exploits than I had imagined; he is said 
to have destroyed Belfast and to have put 
the Mayor of that city to death. 


Greystones. 


The town of Grevstones, which has 
suffered so severely from the recent 
storms, takes its name from the colour of 
the stones on the sea-front. The first 
mention of the place is found in the 
‘* Topographica “mil "of 1785, 
which states that it was a noted fishing 
place, and that the first herrings brought 
into Dublin were usually taken by the 
fishing boats of this place. 

Robert Fraser, in the ‘‘ General View of 
Wicklow ’’ of 1801, says that he found at 
Greystones ‘‘ a fine nitural harbour, with 
sn excellent roadstead adjacent for ships 
of any burden from fishing vessels to the 
largest frequenting these seas.” In 1846 
the “ Parliamentary Gazetteer ’’ informs 
us that, while only a coastguard party and 
the families of five or six fishermen form 
the village, the number of fishing boats 
were no Jess than three half-decked vessels 
and thirty-one open sailing boats. 

With the opening of the railway in 1856, 
Greystones began to develop as a resi- 
dential resort, and has now a population 
of 1,600. The land in the _ vicinity 
belonged to the Burnaby and La Touche 
families, and the railway station was built 
across the boundaries of the two estates, 
in order to prevent disputes with the 
owners. 


Kiliincarrig House. 


Within easy reach of Greystones are the 
ruins of Killincarrig House, deseribed in 
the ‘‘ Down Survey” as ' the most 
remarkable building”’ in the district. 
Most authorities ayree that it dates from 
the time of Elizabeth. 

During the troublesome times of 1641 
troops were quurtered in Killincarrig 
village, to protect the property of the 
residents, and a record exists of the trial 
of a soldier named John Bayly for 
desertion. He luckily escaped the usual 
death penalty for some unexplained 
reason, and was sentenced to run the 
gauntlet of the soldiers at Killincarrig, 
with his back bare, and his hands tied, the 
soldiers being armed with switches. 

On the approsch of Cromwell in 
September, 1649, the Royalist garrison of 
Killincarrig evacuated the house, and the 
Protector spent at least one night there. 
When continuing his journey to the South, 
he left soldiers to guard the house. who 
were besieged by the enemy, until relieved 
by a newly raised ferce which had 
recently arrived in Dublin from Liver- 
pool and Chester. 


Ghe Blue Trams. 


I believe that when waiting for a tram 
in Belfast néwadays vou always keep a 
lookout for a blue one. © There are exactly 
two of them, and they are mystery car“; 
you never know where they will turn ap 
next, and you never see one of them on 
the same line two days running. They 
are beautifully upholstered in leather, 
with swivel seats and white enamel 
ceiling; moreover, the sides do not leave 
off two inches above the floor of the top 
compartment, as ig the case in all other 
Belfast tramecars. These new trams are 
really a very great Inxury after the hard 
seats and the draughts ut the feet to 
which the ordinary cars have accustomed 
the inhabitants of ‘jelfast; but, there 
being only two of them in the whole city. 
the chance of coming across one is smal! 
indeed. a source of 
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Dundalk. 


The town of Dundalk, whose Urban 
District Council] has been providing 
comedy by rts decision to discard its 
ancient seal, has always been of great 
strategic importance by reason of its 
situation on the border between Ulster and 
the rest of Ireland. With its sister town, 
Newry, now under a different State 
administration, it has been battle-searred 
with war in nearly every century since its 
foundation. Even in prehistoric times 
the site of the present town was the centre 
of epic conflict ; for only a few miles from 
it was Cuchulain’s dún, now Castletown 
moat, the ancient Din Dealgan, from 
which the modern town takes its name. 
Here came Queen Maeve from Connacht 
with her hosts in the greatest cattle-drive 
in Irish history and legend, the great 
Tain Bo Cuailgne, the Cattle-Spoil of 
Cooley, the mountainy peninsula north- 
east of Dundalk; and here Cuchulain and 
the Ultonians held at bay the men of 
Eirinn. 

In historic times, too, 
swept over Dundalk and through the 
storied Gap oí the North. In 1180 it was 
the scene of the great defeat of John de 
Courcy at the hands of the Irish. 
Nearly two centuries afterwards, in 1315, 
Edward Bruce, with the Irish and 600 
Scots, took the town, but in 1318 at 
Faughart. in its vicinity, Bruce met 
defeat and death, was quartered, and had 
his head sent to Edward IJ. as a trophy. 
Two centuries and more rolled by again, 
end Shane UO’ Neill the Proud made Dun- 
dalk feel an Ulseterman’s power. Less 
than a century later, in 1649, the town 
surrendered to Cromwell, under compalsion 
from Lord Inchiquin, and escaped the fate 
of its southern neighbour, Drogheda. 
Forty years later it was taken by Schom- 
berg before he marched south to his death 
at King William's victory at the Boyne 
water. ” 

From 1374 until about half a century 
ago Dundalk had separate representation 
in Parliament, and in the person of Mr. 
Peter Hughes, an ex-Chairman of its 
U.P.C., it provided the Free State with a 
lay Minister for Defence.

Dining in Down. 


If you are invited to dinner in the 
County Down these days, you may know 
where you will take the first course, 
but the whereabouts of the last is 
problematical ; for the latest arrangement 
for this type of social intercourse is the 
nouse-to-house dinner. You pass from one 
house to the next on tlie list by motor car, 
and it is claimed that in this way the 
least strain is placed upon the resources of 
hostess and service. It seems that the 
person responsible for the last course, or, 
perhaps, only the liqueur and coffee, also 
provides dancing facilities. In spite of a 
plausible defence, it seems to me that this 
method of dining out puts a severe strain 
on the organs of declutition, as well as 
upon the nerves of the households con- 
cerned. The question of time schedule is 
beset with difficulty, and there is also the 
mechanical equation, What happens to the 
gentleman delayed between the entrée and 
the joint by a faulty magneto, or the driver 
whose tyre burst en rowte for the sweet?

Prime Minister for 
only a few months, 
he is comparatively 
a new figure in 
French politics of the 
first rank, and he is 
still something of an 
unknown and un- 
measured quantity in 
international affairs. 
During the war ho 
had a place in the 
Cabinets of the late 
M. Georges Clemen- 
ceau, and at the 
Peace Conference he was “ The Tiger's "’ 
right-hand man, without becoming very 
prominent at any time. 

Still a young man, as prominent states- 
men go, M. Tardieu was originally 
destined for the teaching profession, and 
he is reputed to be a fine classical and 
historical scholar. After a very brief ex- 
perience of diplomacy he finally adopted 
the profession of journalism, whieh in 
France competes with the law as the 
stepping-stone to political prominence. 
During the war he served with his regi- 
ment in the trenches, and was the author 
of one of the earliest war books, a series of 
realistic sketches of life in the front line. 
Since his accession to the Premiership his 
kinship with M. Poincaré has been so 
marked that a similar policy is likely to 
be followed by him in London.

It is not improbable that anyone, asked 
who or what was Mistral, would think he 
had given his answer if he said that it is 
the name given in Provence to the perilous 
nor wester. It is not in honour of a wind 
that the people of Borjols, in the district 
of Var, are killing and roasting an ox for 
the feast, but of their poet, Frederic 
Mistral, who was born re in 1830, and 
lived, the darling poet of Provence, until 
1914. His work is full of the sunshine of 
that age-old land, and of the tunes that 
tug at the peasant’s heart caught up from 
the ‘‘ brown bees that gather honey from 
the rosemary,’’ from the rustle of olive 
leaves, and the guggle of Muscat. He 
was long in reaching the ears of the wider 
world; but, just as Daudet is their 
conteur and Cezanne their painter, 
Mistral is the poet of Provencal folk, His 
best known work is, perhaps “ Mireio,” 
and some of his songs have been rendered 
into English by Harriet Waters Preston. 
He is lovingly noticed here and there in 
é“ Les Lettres de Mon Moulin,” and his 
work will well repay study’ by those who 
look for music rather than acrobatics in 
verse. The celebration of his centenary 
in the manner almost of a folk ceremony 
would have appealed to him.

“Major-General Gwynn is a brother of 
the Provost of Trinity College, and of Mr.

Columba’s College, Rathfarnham, he went 
to the Military Academy at Woolwich, 
and then to the Staff College at 
Camberley, of which he is now Com- 
mandant. He got his commission in the 
Royal Engineers in 1889, and rose rapidly 
until he became Captain and Brigade 
Major in 1900. From 1911 until 1914 he 
was Director of Military Art in the Royal 
Military College at Dantroon, Australia, 
and was responsible for the training of 
many of the Anzac officers who dis- 
tinguished themselves in the European 
War. 

As Lieutenant he first went on active 
service in the Sofa expedition, Sierra 
Leone, West Africa, in 1893-4, was 
wounded and mentioned in despatches and 
awarded the D.S.0. In the European 
War he served with much credit, was 
again mentioned in despatches, was pro- 
moted Lieutenant-Colonel and Battalion 
Colonel, and was awarded the Belgian 
Croix de Guerre and the French Legion 
of Honour. 


Trish Forests. 


A correspondent writes:-—I was greatly 
interested by your correspondent’s refer- 
ence to ‘those great woods’ in your 
paragraph on Waterford glass the other 
day. It was in 1589 that George Longe 
petitioned for a patent for the making of 
glass in Ireland, and at that time there 
were fourteen glass-houses in England and 
a great quantity of wood was being used 
in the manufacture of glass. Apparently 
there was a strong feeling against further 
cutting down the English forests; for 
Longe urged as an inducement towards 
ranting the patent that he would only 
pon two glass-louses ih Fngland and the 
rest in Ireland, ‘“‘ whereby the English 
woods would be preserved and the Irish 
superfluous woods used.” Tt was not long 
after that that Spenser made his famous 
reference to the Irish woods in the 
** Faerie Queene.” 

When the English first established them- 
selves in Ireland ne country in Furepe 
was better wooded than Ireland ; Giraldus 
Cambrensis claimed that the wooded land 
was greater in extent than the unwéoded 
or open land. In the thirteenth century 
the first law was passed providiny for the 
cutting down of trees in order to { »cilitate 
the pursuit of rebels. From that «u the 

ractice became a common one, and «uring 
the Elizabethan wars, and the long peace 
which succeeded them, it assumed 
enormous proportions. Tt became a say- 
ing that ‘‘the Trish would never be tamed 
while the leaves were on the trees." The 
decimation of the forests was not entirely 
due, however, to the desire to “ tame ” 
the native Irish: many settlers cut down 
the trees on their properties in a whole

BELFAST, Thursday. 
y Naar ad cose has been dramatically 
calied to the distress which, through 
unemployment, is so widespread in Belfast 
and all over the Six Counties. The Rev. 
T. M. Johnstone has been studying the 
question, and he declares that a con- 
spiracy of silence exists among politicians 
regarding industrial depression in 
Northern Ireland. In discussing this 
question on Tuesday night, Mr. Johnstone 
said that the country was dripping 
with unemployment, poverty and bank- 
ruptcy, and quo figures in support 
of his statement. TL official statistics 
issued by the Ministry of Labour 
show that at the end of December, 1927, 
there were 27,231 persons on the registers 
of the Labour Exchanges, while in the 
beginning of January, 1928, the figures 
has increased to 31,918 On December 
30th last there was a further advance to 
42,214, and on the 13th of the present 
month the official number was 42,965. 
Mr. Johnstone mentioned that in one 
street of forty-five houses he had found 
twenty-two men unemployed, while in 
another street of fifty-two houses there 
were twenty-eight working and twenty- 
seven unemployed. He also pointed out 
that warehouse after warehouse was going 
into voluntary liquidation, while many 
mills were lying idle, a circumstance which 
was commented upon recently by the 

Chairman of the Belfast Savings Bank.

The remedy proposed by Mr. Johustone 
was to protect their industries from the 
dumper and the people from the 
publican. His picture is by no means 
too vividly coloured. The spectre of want 
haunts the back streets of the city, and 
the pinch of hunger is felt in hundreds of 
homes; yet in the main thoroughfares 
there is every evidence of plenty. Belfast 
is a city of contrasts, and it is par- 
ticularly so in this respect. People who 
have visited the working-class areas, like 
Mr. Johnstone, say that the real heroes 
and heroines of life are to be found in 
those homes where poverty has prevailed 
for so long, men and women striving as 
best they may until the coming of better 
times. 

Perhaps, with

figures will be reduced, as about ten 
thousand persons leave the province 
annually for other lands. At a meeting 
which was held in Belfast this week it 
was stated that arrangements had been 
made by the Y.M.C.A. Emigration De- 
partment with the Northern Minister of 
Labour regarding facilities, and they were 
asking 100 boys and 100 single men, 
together with a number of complete 
families from the Six Counties, to sail for 
Canada at the end o: February.

The new problem which has been create: 
by the claim of both the British and the 
Free State authorities to collect mcome tax 
from the Commissioners of Carlingford 
Lough, has aroused keen interest in official 
circles in Belfast, while the citizens 
cenerally are greatly “ intrigued '' regard- 
ing the possible outcome. In one im- 
portant respect the dispute is different 
from the Lough Foyle’ troubles—con 
veniently shelved for the present—-as in 
this case the Northern Government can 
only look on and hope for the best, while 
the two principals fight out the issue. Of 
course, the claim of the Southern State to 
jurisdiction over Trish territorial waters 
is resented; for, if that were established, 
what would become of Belfast Lough? 
Even at present it is bad enough that the 
Trish Lights Board, operating from 
Dublin, should have the power of issuing 
notices to mariners regarding buoys, lights 
and so forth in Northern waters. 

Probably, the present dispute will be 
the means of settling the jurisdiction of 
the waters which wash the shores of both 
States, and the sooner there is agreement 
about it the better, as border troubles 
always cause irritation and unrest on both 
sides Of the dividing line. In some 
quarters it is considered that, as the Irish 
Free State originally included tle whole of 
Ireland. the Six Counties subsequently 
opting out and forming a little State of 
their own, the jurisdiction over loughs and 
rivers remained unaltered. and they are, 
therefore, legally, if not in fact, under 
Southern control; but it is more likely 
that the question will be arranged 
amicably by diplomacy and not by the 
bluster of any particular party.

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE DR. 
HUGH B. STONEY. 


A stained glass window to the memory ot 
Dr. Hugh Stoney and his wife and 
daughter Janet, erected by his children, was 
dedicated by the Bishop of the diocese in 
Abbevleix Parish Church last Sunday. 

Dr. Stoney had for many years a wide and 
important practice in Abbeyleix, and was 

reatly respected and loved. He was younger 
Soother of Canon Stoney, for so long Rector 
of Irishtown and of Killiney, Co. Dublin, 
and uncle to Dr. R. Atkinson Stoney. 

A tragic circumstance i connection with 
this dedication is that Dr. George Stoney, 
only son of Dr. Hugh Stoney, and the chief 
donor of the window, was killed m a motor 
accident in South Africa only a week before.

At the close 
otf the meeting, which was addréssed by 
Mr. M. H. McDonagh, Agricultural Inspec- 
tor to the North Tipperary Committee, it 
was unanimously decided, on the motion of 
Mr. Darcy, seconded by Mr. P. Heenan, 
to form a branch of the Association. 


INCREASED TRADE. 

At the meeting of the DUNDALK Har- 
bour Board, the Chairman (Mr. William 
Twibill) announced that the tonnage for 
the year 1929 showed an increase of 10,561 
tons- over 1928, and that the coal) imports 
totalled 144,378 tons, being an increase of 
more than 6,000 tons on the previous year. 
The only reductions during the year were 
in the exports of potatoes and the import 
of maize. The Chaltaian added that the 
new quays left them well equipped for 
further business, and meant the laying of a 
foundation of future success. 


BELFAST'S NEW FREEMAN. 

The BELFAST Corporation yesterday con- 
firmed the recommendation of the General 
Purposes Committee to confer the freedom 
of the city upon Sir John Lavery, who is 
a native of Belfast. The resolution, moved 
by the Lord Mayor, was as follows:—*’ That 
Sir John Lavery, R.A.; R.H.A., LL.D., be, 
and is hereby, elected an honorary burgess 
of the City of Belfast in recognition of his 
eminence in the world of art and as .an 
expression of gratitude for the representative 
and valuable collection of his works which 
he has presented to this, his native city.”’ 


SEQUEL TO BOMB EXPLOSION. 

At the meeting of the LONDONDERRY 
Corporation yesterday, Councillor Healy re- 
ferred to the recent bomb explosion at the 
Northern Counties Club in the city, and said 
that he observed that the regs a had 
been mulcted in £500, ordered by the Re- 
corder to be paid as compensation. He 
maintained that this was not a case in which 
the ratepayers should have been | mulcted, 
but a case for the insurance company, and 
he intended protesting, on the estimates, 
against the ratepayers having to pay this 
£500. The Mayor said that this was a de- 
cision of the Court, and the Corporation 
must bow to it. 


DROWNED IN LAKE. 

Missing since Nevember 26 last, Mrs. 
Maggie Johnson (57), wiie ot a labourer, 
Frank Johnson, of ER VEY, Co. Meath, near 
Kingscourt, Co. Cavan, was found drowned 
in ves Lake, about a mile from her 
residence. Coroner Corry subsequeitly held 
au inquest on the body. Frank Johnson said 
that his wife had been an inmate of the 
Mullingar Mental Hospital, and was dis- 
charged some time ago. Coroner—Had you 
w ‘certificate from the Resident Medical Super- 
tendent of the asylum stating that she was 
fit to be discharged therefrom’—~I think I 
had, but 1 am not sure. Coroner—To my 
-mind, this is another of the cases that were 
discharged too soon and before they were 
fully cured. We have had a number of sich 
cases in this district.

SOLDIERS CHARGED 

At a special court which was held in 
CLONDALKIN by Mr. P. M. Ging, Peace 
Commissioner, Sergeant Walshe and Detective 
Officer Spain, of Clondalkin Civie Guard 
Station, charged two soldiers of the Free 
State. Army, Private Reilly and Private 
Medigan, with the lareeny and receiving of 
goods to the value of £4, the property of Mr. 
Joseph Delaney, a commercial traveller, of 
Parnell street, Dubliu. All the missing goods 
were recovered by the Clondalkin Guards con- 
cealed in a field between Clondalkin village 
and the Great Southern Railway station at 
Clondalkin. Sergeant Walshe gave evidence 
of arresting the defendants, in company with 
Detective Officer Spain and Guard Foran. 
Both the accused men were remanded to Bal- 
briggan District Court next Monday. Private 
Medigan being admitted to independent bail 
of £10. and Private Reilly being remanded in 
custody. 


THBERCULOSIS SCHEME. 

Dr, T. F. O'Higgins, T.D., attended the 
monthly meeting of the County Meath Board 
of Health, which was held in NAVAN for 
the first time since his appointment as 
County Medical Officer of Heaith and Tuber- 
cnlosis Officer. He submitted a comprehen- 
sive report on the situation as he found it 
in the county sinee the abolition of the 
County Insurance Committees. There has 
been no tuberculosis scheme in operation in 
Meath, and on the recommendation of Dr. 
O’Higgins the Board adopted a scheme, 
whereby half the cost of tuberculosis treat 
ment will be recouped from the central 
funds. Dr. O'Higgins outlined the proce- 
dure he proposed to adopt, and said that he 
required an office and central dispensary in 
Trim as being the most convenient, and the 
huiments already at Navan could be changed 
to Trim at comparatively little expense. He 
also outlined what he proposed doing with 
regard to the inspection of school children 
The Board approved of the schemes. 
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English-speaking districts) all teachers who 
were over 40 in July, 1922. The date when 
the specified qualifications will be required in 
the case of large schools has been advanced 
by one year—from June, 1930, to June, 1931 ~- 
and a similar advance of one year las 
been made tn regard to the date when qualifi 
cations governing increments and bonus will 
be. required from existing teachers.

FOREIGN GRAIN, 


MENACED. 


EVIDENCE BEFORE 
COMMISSION, 
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The Grain Commission resumed its sitting 
yesterday in ths Boardroom of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Merrion street. 

Mr. J. J. McElligott, Chairman, presided, 
and the other members of the Commission, 
Dr. J. H. Hinchcliffe and Mr. J. B 
Whelehan, were also present. 

EXPERT EVIDENCE. 

Mr. A. Odlum (of the firm of Messrs 
Odium, millers, Portarlington) gave expert 
evidence as to the cost of grinding and mixing 
the proposed admixture of 15 pe: cent. home- 
grown grain with maize. Maize, he said, was 
cheaper, to grind than either oats or barley, 
and if the mixture was to be fine—and he was 
sure the farmers would demand a fine mixture 
—vach would have to be ground separately. 
In consequence, oats, because of the hardness 
of the hull, shculd be ground in a different 
machine. if the scheme came into operation 
his firm would have to install special grinders, 
at a cost of from £150 to £200, Maize could 
be ground for ks. 9d., barley for 3s. 9d., while 
oats would cost ós. 9d. per ton. 

BAD GRAIN. 

Replying tu the Chairman, Mr. Odlum said 
that he did not thing it possible to find wut 
whether screenings or other bad quality grain 
had been tnixed with the maize after mixing. 
They certainly would not be in sight, nad 
unless it could be discovered on analysis he 
did not know how it could be done, 

“ That is one of the pointe,” Mr. Odlum 
said, ‘“‘on which this scheme may fall to the 
ground. I do not see how the farmer can be 
protected from the dishonest miller—if one 
can be found ia ‘the country.” (Laughter.) 
It would be necessary, he added, to lay down 
some standard to the miller as to the class 
of grain to be used, but it would be difficult 
to see that this standard was being adhered 
to. 

Chairman—You think it possible to lay 
down some standard, such as the bushel 
weight of oats and barley’—Yes; but that 
may not be acceptable to the growers, as it 
will entail the rejection of some of their 
grain. I think it will be very difficult to 
administer such an arrangement. 

STANDARD OF MIXTURE. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
Baid that he could not suggest any method 
which would ensure that the mixture sold 
to the farmers would be up to a certain de- 
fined high standard. He had thought about 
surprise visits to the mills and th® examina- 
tion of screenings, but he did not think that 
this plan was feasible. In reply to Mr. 
Whelehan, the witness said that it was pos- 
sible to eliminate the hull from the oats and 
mix. what would be practically oatmeal with 
the maize : this would be of advantage to the 
miller and the feeder. Tt was doubtful, 
however, if the feeder would pay the extra 
amount, because this system would increase 
the cost of oats by £1 a ton. 

Chairman~—Is there any difference between 
the cost of de-hulling and the grinding of 
the oats?—Very little. De-hulling is a 
very eo, process and special machinery 
has to be provided. Replying to Mr. Ber- 
gin, who represented the Grain Growers’ 
Association, the witness. said that his ex- 
perience, as a miller, was that very little, 
if any, poor grain was submitted; a scheme 
of the kind proposed might open up a market 
for inferior grain. 

COST OF TRANSPORT. 

Answering questions as to the cost of trans- 
port of grain, Mr. Odlum mentioned that 
there were no facilities for mechanical 
unloading of grain at Dublin port. 
Waterford was the most up-to-date 
port in the country for the handling of im- 
ported grain, and yet was the dearest port 
for the export of home-grown grain. Dublin 
and Cork were also very expensive. 

The Rev. Thomas Maguire, P.P., Newbliss, 
said that the blending of Saorstat grain with 
maize meal or other raw feeding material had 
the approval of a large percentage of farmers 
in Monaghan. This was because agriculture 
was fn such a poor condition. In his opinion 
they should go further than the scheme of the 
Grain Growers’ Association, and aim at an 
immediate total displacement of maize meals 
and other live stock brands of feeding stuffs 
by home-grown grain. 

Emigration had reached an alarmin 
said Father Maguire, and to stem that tide 
was the vital concern of the Government. He 
could see no other remedy than a radical 
change in their economic methods of living. 
Their slogan should be ‘‘ Back to the land.” 
They should make it worth while for our 
young men and young women to live on it. 


OBSTACLES. 

Apparently, the only obstacles advanced 
against a blend of home-grown grain with 
foreign raw material for live stock feeditig 
were—(a) Inconvenience of the new departure, 
(b) price, (c) danger of adulteration, (d) sup- 
plies across the border, and (e) withholding 
of Saorstat grain or rigging of the markets. 

This scheme of blending meant an embargo 
on all brands of maize meals now sold in 
the Free State for live stock feeding. He 
held that it was a mistake to change the 
terms of reference to exclude maize for human 
consiamption, because that food could be sup- 
plied with healthier nutriment in home-grown 
grains, and the consumption of maize for 
human use was now very limited. 

In their use of foreign feeding stuffs they 
were in the hands of monopolist dutside con- 
cerns, over whom they had no control. These 
concerns were daily evading the Feeding 
Stuffs Acts, and some of them had been 
repeatedly proved to be guilty of gross 
adulteration. The barriers which stood in 
the wav of them ridding themselves of. such 
exploitation were—(a) Ignorance of their 
people as to the real value of their home- 
grown féeding stuffs for live stock; (b) their 
want of intelligent experience in rationing 
their animals, (c) reluetance of certain sec- 
tions of the landholders to till sufficient land, 
and (d) failure of their people to realise new 
values, and look upon remedial proposals 
from a national standpoint, and not from a 
parochial and selfish angle. 

Organisation. of feeders and growers of 
grain would not solve that question: it had 
been tried and had failed. Legislation and 
compulsion was the only remedy. 


CHEAP GRAIN. 

Barley meal was sold in Monaghan at about 
10s. 6d, to ils, per cwt., and all of it, he 
was informed, came from across the border, and 
could be had cheaper from Belfast than, say, 
Mountmellick, but was that Irish—Northern 
or Southern barley? He feared that it was 
all an inferior imported feeding barley and 
that that inferior imported féeding stuff was 
sold promiscuously for live stock and human 
consumption, Father Maguire added that 
the feeding of live stock in Monaghan was 
confined to roote, hay and crushed oats gener- 
ally, and the farming system was a mized 
one. 

The entire milling of the suggested blends 
should, he said, be done in the Saorstat, and 
all millers should be licensed. ~ If they were 
afraid of a Saorstat combine among Saorstat 
millers. they might, as an extreme precaution, 
allow Belfast and other Six-County millers to 
carry on, but on certain very specific condi- 
tions.

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CIVIL SERVANTS ASKED 
“i TO HELP. 
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Mr. L; O Ceallaigh, President, presided at 
a meeting of the Civil Service Gaelic Society 
at Harcourt street, Dublin, last night, when 
Dr; Eoin MacNeill spoke on the necessity of 
public servants stipporting Irish manufac: 
tures. The title of his address was ' Another 
Shannon,” and, having referred to the way 
in which the waters of the Shannon were 
harnessed to bring light and power to the 
Free State, he suqyested the creatiom of Some 
sort of organisation amongst public servants 
which would direct the course of their ex- 

nditure as the course of the Shannon was 
irected by the hydro-electric scheme. The 
salaries of public officials, local just as well 
as Btate officials, amounted to a large sum 
every year. Some people said civil servants 
were getting too much, but he did not agree 
with that. What he was concerned with was 
the manner in which the money Was ex- 
pended. He considered that money which 
was paid out of public funds should, as far 
as possible, be kept within the country and 
used to assist in its development. 

A STRONG PUBLIC ne age ol é 

They wanted a strong public opin! 
favour of the purchase of Irish goods and 
products, and he felt that the lead in "the 
cteation of such a public opinion might well 
come from the Civil Service, and that perhaps 
the initiative might be taken by that Gaelic 
Society. It was the producers of the country, 
hoth manufacturers and agriculturists, who 
found the money out of which the salaries 
af public servants were paid, and there was 
a duty on the public servants to make some 
return for that. If they made up their minds 
to buy nothing but Irish manufactures and 
Irish farm and dairy produce their influence 
on the industrial and agricultural life of the 
country would be immense. The Minister for 
Finance was right when he said it was not 

ossible to reduce taxation except by increas- 
ing production, and the civil servants could 
do more than any other body in the State to 
reduce taxation in that way. If they had an 
organised body which would influence the 
spending of three or four hundred thousand 
pounds annually, that, in itself, would give 
an impetus to a more general movement in 
favour of Irish goods. e existence of sach 
an organisation of consumers would induce 
shopkeepers to stock and display Irish manu- 
factures. They sometimes heard complaints 
that Irish goods were unsuitable, but if the 
had such an organisation as he suggeste 
they could go to the manufacturers and let 
them know their wants. The manufacturers 
then would be sure to meet them. Such com- 
bined action would show its effect in the 
improved quality and increased sale of Irish 
goods, id would provide. employment for 
people who were now idle. 
OING TO AMERICA. 

Mr. P. O Brolihain, Chief Executive Officer, 
National Education, said that if people came 
together in the way suggested by Dr. 
MacNeill, they could get what they wanted. 
Dr. MacNeill was going to America to preach 
the doctrines he had preached in Ireland 
forty years ago and to spread the light 
amongst our countrymen there. They wished 
him every success in his mission and hoped 
his lectures would direct the attention of the 
people there to Irish studies and culture. |

A THREATENED COAST. 

TO THE EPTITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Sin,—Keferring to ‘‘ Man Tain's ” letter in 
yesterday's /rish T'imes, in view of the fact 
that 1 have had some thirty years’ experience 
of coastal protection between Bray Head and 
Wicklow, 1 cannot allow the letter to pass 
without comment. It is entirely incorrect to 
state that “ there is no protection all along 
the coast between Greystones and Wicklow.’ 
As a matter of fact, there 1s very efficient 
pictection, when required, between Greystones 
and Kilcool. This is proved by the fact that 
since 1915 there has been no interference with 
the running of trains, whereas previous to 
that date the line used to be damaged by the 
sea about three times every winter and traffic 
dislocated. 

Subsequent to 1915 I carried out a type of 
coastal protection which has proved most 
effective. also reported on ‘‘ Greystones 
North ” and “ Wicklow North ” foreshores, 
and recominended a somewhat siinilar method 
of protective work, neither of which schemes 
was adopted—with the present result. 
Erosion does not take place as quickly as 
“ Man Tain’’ appears to imagine. There is, 
however, little doubt that, if something is not 
done~—and it is somewhat late to think of 
this, as a stitch in time in the case of sea 
erosion saves not nine, but ninety—very 
heavy expenditure will now be requisite to 
make the threatened foreshores at Greystones 
and Wicklow safe from further inroads of the 
sea.

COSr OF svHEME. 

Witness thought that the cost of adminis-

Herculaneum. 

Originally, according to the Special 
Correspondent of The Times, the authori- 
ties in charge of the excavations at 
Herculaneum hoped that the work, which 
was begun in May, 1927, would be com- 
pleted by April of this year. Various 
causes, chief among which is the need to 
demolish part of the modern superimposed 
town of Resina, have falsified this 
optimism; nevertheless, much of vast 
interest to the scholar and the archeologist 
already has been laid bare. A two- 
storeyed house, decorated with frescoes in 
an excellent state of preservation, shows 
that life in Roman Herculaneum had all 
the amenities that are enjoyed to-day by 
the better ‘Italian provincial. 
Another house said to be 
tinguishable from ‘a modern dwelling save 
for the bust of Bacchus that adorns the 
domestic shrine. King Charles III. of 
Naples was the first to undertake the 
excavation of this site. Some workmen 
accidentally found unmistakable traces of 
an ancient theatre, whereupon the enthu- 
siastic, monarch set scores of prisoners to 
dig, while from a balcony he encouraged 
their efforts. Despite this royal stimulus, 
the primitive methods of those days pre- 
vented rapid results. By 1766 »nly the 
stage and one quarter of the amphitheatre 
had been brought to light. Now, however, 
hopes are high; for it must be remem.

Folk-Lore. 


We learn that the Free State Depart- 
ment of Finance has offered a yearly 
subsidy of £500 for the collection and 
popularising of Irish folk-lore. An Inusti- 
tute of Folk-lore will be established, with 
a membership which will be drawn, in the 
first instance, from experts. Useful work 
has been done by the Folk-lore Society of 
Ireland during the years of its existence. 
It may be said, indeed, that the folk-lore 
of Ireland has been studied at least as 
carefully as that of any other country; 
private scholars have laboured for more 
than a century to preserve our traditional 
songs, and numerous volumes of folk 
legends have been published. Irish ‘‘ folk- 
lorists,” in comparison with those of 
England, are in an advanced position. 
When Cecil Sharp set about his researches 
into English folk-music, his predecessors 
had been few and the work was arduous. 
The folk-lore societies of England have 
done miracles in recovering so much as 
they have recovered. In Ireland, however, 
tradition lasts longer; and, though much 
is taken, much survives. Unfortunately, 
most of the legends and songs 
that remain to be culled are pre- 
served only by oral tradition. The 
collection of these requires travelling ex- 
perts, and few Irish amateurs are wealthy 
enough to devote themselves to the task. 
National characteristics are disappearing 
before the advent of a wider inter- 
nationalism : it may be that, in the future, 
nationalities of the present will be known 
by their reliques only. Ireland possesses 
noble reliques of song and story, but their 
depositaries. become fewer day by day. 
Soon the opening of districts, previously 
isolated, to the pressure of “ high- 
powered "* modern conditions nfay ex- 
tinguish the willingness to preserve their 
local legends.

Gold Supplies. 


A correspondent of the Evening Standard 
asks to-day whether there will be a world 
shortage of gold in the near future. In 
1915 the peak of world gold production 
was reached, the ontput ior that vear 
being valued at. £90,400,009. Since then, 
according to figures supplied by Messrs. 
Samuel Montagu and Co., in their annual 
Pulhon Letter, there has been more 
or less steady decline, and last 
output was only £83,500,000. No 
discoveries of gold have come to light, 
and should existing sources of supply 
show signs of exhaustion as the years 
go on, possibilities of a shortage are 
envisaged. India absorbs large quantities 
of gold, which are rarely disgorged again, 
Over the past ten years she has taken, 
on an average, over one-fifth of the 
world’s ovtput annually. This is 
attributed partly to the agricultural pros- 
perity of the dependency, and partly to 
the non-co-operation cimpaign; these in- 
fluences have tended to throw the people 
back upon their hereditary tendency to 
invest their savings in bullion. Also, 
expensive gifts of gold and silver ars 
given at Indian weddings, according to 
the status of the bride’s father. Most of 
these yifts are subsequently hoarded.

FRENCH PREMIER’S VIEWS. 

In a speech on the Naval Conference, 
which was broadcast through the French 
wireless stations last night from London, 
M. Tardieu, Prime Minister of France, 
said :— 

“ We are sitting here on purpose to 
compare honestly the requirements of 
naval defence in each country, 

‘‘ In beginning our work we must bear 
in mind the words uttered by Mr. Stimson 
before he left Washington, and which Mr. 
Macdonald repeated yesterday—‘ Means of 
defence, when too weak, convey to a nation 
a sense of insecurity; means of defence, 
when too powerful, convey to other nations 
a feeling of insecurity. Between both 
these risks we must find an average.’ 

“‘ Those requirements, so far as our 
Navy is concerned, I stated this morning 
at the general meeting. Our metropolitan 
territory has its coasts and ports dispersed 
along three seas. Hence arises a pre- 
liminary necessity of dispersing our fleet 
over those three seas. Our Colonial 
Empire is the second in the world, by the 
extent of its territories and its poulation. 
Our naval lines of communication are the 
longest in the world, with the sole excep- 
tion of Great Britain’s, and this allows us 
to declare, like our British friends, that 
losing the freedom of the seas would mean 
for France asphyxiating her Empire. 

“ All this comes to saying that France 
requires, as well as the British Empire, 
her naval security to safeguard her 
economic unity and her military defence. 

“Real progress has been made since 
ten years ago in the way of limitation of 
armaments. To pass from this stage to 
the following, such is our present task, we 
must win over the full forces of the past. 
the finest of all victorics—that of people of 
eood-will. To win such a victory we fight 
with our faith, which alone will make us 
discover the technical arrangements that 
are required.”’ 


MR. WILSON’S IDEALS 
VINDICATED. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

A leading article in the New York 
World to-day observes that some veteran 
correspondents in London, who also 
‘covered ” the Versailles Conference in 
1919, miss, “ except in certain phrases of 
Mr. Macdonald’s,’’ the high idealism that 
characterised the late Woodrow Wilson’s 
pleas for peace. According to these cor- 
respondents, the paper continues, the 
present-day statesmen are wiser and 
sadder men, less ready to see visions, and 
more firmly planted upon the ground. 
But on what ground are their feet 
planted? asks The World, and it answers: 
‘*On the very ground, we venture, in all 
literalness, to suggest, which the despised 
visionaries of 1919 viewed from the top 
of Pisgah, but could not themselves 
enter.”’ 

The gathering in London is not the 
abandonment of the idealism of 1919, but 
the stupendous vindication of it, adds the 
article. ‘‘ For it means that there is in 
actual being a world in which no Govern- 
ment dares any ngs to be accountable 
only to itself. his constitutes the 
deepest revolution in political affairs 
since the rise of national States broke up 
the Christendom of Europe. 

“ Munkind has had many dreams which 
came to nothing,” conel The World. 
“but the dream of 1919 of an organised 
co-operative world of national States, 
though coming into being more slowly, 
and in many ways differently from the

The folk-lore movement in the Irish Free 
State will be assisted in its good work -f 
the Department of Finance agrees to the 
proposal that a grant out of public funds 
should be made for the purpose. I 
understand that the Minister has sym- 
pathetically considered the suggestion, and 
has virtually agreed to give a subsidy of 
a year for the collection and 
popularisation of folk-lore in this country 
if certain conditions are complied with. 
These conditions have been agreed to and 
a scheme has been prepared. 


THE SCHEME. 

The scheme involves the foundation of 
an Institute of Folk-lore, the nucléus of 
whose membership will be certain experts 
selected from the Royal Irish Academy 
and the Folk-lore Society of Ireland The 
Government, I understand, has ‘set aside 
premises in Merrion street, Dublin, as a 
central gathering place fc the Institute, 
and for a library which will contain 
examples of Irish folk-lore and works 
relative to folk-lore in general. 

The proposed subsidy is small, but those 
who are interested hope that in future 
years the Government, impressed by the 
useful national character of the work 
which the Institute will do, will see its 
way to increase the annua] vote for the 
encouragement of folk-lore in the Irish 
Free State. 


THE INSTITUTE. 

The Institute will, of course, work in 
co-operation with the "olk-lore Society -f 
Ireland, whose pioneer work is now to 
receive Government recognition. The 
benefits of the Institute will be extended 
to the members of the Society, and the 
joint activities of the two organisations 
should do much to awaken public interest 
to the need fer preserving in permanent 
form the old songs and traditions of 
Ireland.

THE CONFERENCE. 


A PROBLEM OF 
ADJUSTMENT. 


————- 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—Át yesterday’s.meeting, as well 
as in the informal conversations which 
have taken placé between them since their 
arrival in London, the delegates to the 
Naval Conference have outlined to one 
another the general attitudes of their 
Governments. They have given one 
another their views of what is desirable 
and of what is possible of achievement, 
and their conceptions of the best way to 
set about achieving it. . Now comes the 
task of adjustment ; for, as Mr. Mac- 
donald put it in his broadcast address to 
the people of the United. States, the 
problem of the Conference is a problem 
of adjustment, of agreeing upon pro- 
grammes for the next five or six years—or 
whatever period may be fixed for the next 
revision—so that each of the nations can 
enjoy a reasonable security without 
menacing the security of others. 

Many of the theoretical difficulties 
which have been raised in advance— 
though they might have to be faced and 
overcome at a general conference called 
to fix a permanent basis for the limitation 
of naval armaments—need not detain very 
long the present Conference, of which the 
task is so much more. modest and so much 
more definite. It need not, for instance, 
affect materially the view of any delega- 
tion as to the ships its country requires 
at this moment, or will require during the 
next few years, whether it approaches the 
question from the standpoint of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations or 
from that of the Kellogg-Briand Pact of 
Peace. Nor need differences of opinion 
as to the comparative merits of limitation 
by “ global ” tonnage and limitation by 
categories prevent an agreement as to the 
actual ships -to be built between now and 
1935 or 1936. Even the most obstinate- 
looking snag in the way of the delegates, 
the claim of Italy to naval parity with 
France may be avoided if they concen- 
trate on the practical adjustment of pro- 
grammes. 

Italy, like every other Sovereign Power, 
has a perfect right to build all the ships 
she requires. An agreement on her part 
not to build more than a certain number 
of ships between now and. the date fixed 
for the next conference would not be 
taken to constitute a renunciation of ‘“‘ her 
present richt,” in Signor Grandi’s words, 
“to naval armaments on a level with 
those of any other Continental European 
Power,” nor, on the other hand, could 
acceptance of that programme be held to 
constitute an admission by France of the 
equality of the naval needs of the two 
countries. Approached in a spirit of 
businesslike common-sense such an agree- 
ment should not be impossible to arrange. 
especially since it is not contemplated that 
either Italy or France, or any other 
Power, should tie her hands for more 
than a short definite period, at the end of 
which the whole situation can be reviewed 
in the light of the experience gained in 
the interval and in the light of the 
brighter—or it may be the blacker—inter- 
national outlook. 


MICHAEL ANGELO’S 
FRUSCOES. 


A GREAT PHOTOGRAPHIC 
UNDERTAKING. 


In a message. sent from Rome yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent. says :—It has 
been decided to take detailed and ‘full-size 
photographs of the frescoes on the roof and 
walls of the Sistine and Pauline Chapels in 
the Vatican, and subsequently to carry out 
such work of restoration as may be found to 
be necessary 

This undertaking, it should be clearly 
understood, does not imply that Michael 
Angelo’s work is in any immediate or serious 
dancer, [The reports to this effect which have 
appeared recently in certain newspapers are 
characterised by Professor Nogara, Director- 
General of the Vatican Museums and 
Galleries, as quite unfounded. The frescoes, 
he states, are naturally suffering from the 
effects of time, but they are under constant 
supervision hy experts, and have certainly not 
been allowed to fall into decay and disrepair. 

The decision to photograph the frescoes was 
taken at a meeting of the International 
Mediterranean Research Association, held 
this afternoon, under the presidency 
of Count Mario Constantini, in the 
Villa Celimontana. The work will 
be begun at once, and will, it * expected, 
last at least a vear. The object is to ascertain 
the exact condition of the frescoes, and to 
study in more detail the technique of Michael 
Angelo, which will thus be preserved in 
photographs. It is proposed to make a collec 
tion of 100: photographs, representing the 
most important parts of the frescoes. ‘The 
plates will remain the property of the 
Association, but prints will be distributed io 
a small nomber of institutions. 

THE PAULINE CHAPEL. 

No such examination of the Pauline Chapel 
has ever been made, and the photographs of 
the Sistine Chapel are not complete or of full 
size. The most modern technique is fo be 
used in taking the photographs, and an 
attempt is to be made to obtain reproductions 
in four colours. Special scaffoldings will be 
erected for the purpose in both chapels. The 
high cost of the work is to be borne by the 
Association, while a Special Commission will 
be set up for the purpose, representing the 
Association itself, the Vatican authorities, 
and the Italian Government. 

Reports of elaborate “ restoration “ of the 
frescoes are described as quite misleading. As 
a matter of fact. the Michael Angelo frescoes 
on the roof of the Sistine Chapel were 
examined in 1903, and those parts which were 
hecoming loose were consolidated. Protessor 
Nogara, who is a member of the present Com- 
mission, was one of those responsible for this 
investigation, and owing to the operations 
performed at that time no fears are enter- 
tained as to the decorations on the roof 
The examination of the ‘‘ Universal Judg- 
ment ” was proceeded with later, and it was 
found that this painting, too. needed atten- 
tion. The work, however, did not appear 
particularly urgent, but it is not impossible 
that advantage may be taken of the present 
occasion to have it done. 

The photographs which it is now proposed 
to take, will show what precautions are 
needed to preserve the masterpieces of 
painting. The Vatican has long possessed a 
special laboratory for restorations. Professor 
Biagetti, its Director, is able to count on the 
help of the most able artists in this field, 
and any restorations undertaken are, there- 
fore, carried out with every care and skill.

When Hatry and his three companions 
appeared before Mr. Justice Avory again 
yesterday at the Old Bailey, in London, 
evidence was given of the financial condi- 
tion of each of the companies with which 
they were connected. 

When a detective inspector had given 
evidence as to the arrest of the accused 
men tho case for the prosecution closed, 
and it is expected that. the defence will 
be opened this morning. 


Sir Gilbert Garnsey, continuing his evi- 
dence, said that on September 20th, 1929, 
he began his investigations into the affairs 
of the various companies. The task proved 
to be one of immense difficulty and per- 
plexity. Five companies had been put 
into liquidation—Austin Friars Trust, 
Ltd. ; Corporation and General Securities, 
Ltd.; Dundee Trust, Ltd.; Oak Invest- 
ment Corporation, Ltd., and Retail Trades 
Securities, Ltd. He had been appointed 
special manager with regard to their 
liquidation. ) 

He had also investigated the affairs of 
Aylesbury Trust. Ltd., and Iron Indus- 
tries, Ltd. Both these companies were 
also in liquidation. The Aylesbury Trust 
had been formed in January, 1925, as a 
private company, and went into liquida- 
tion in 1928. Austin Friars Trust was 
formed as a private company in 1927. It 
had a capital of £300,000 im £1 shares, 
which was mainly subscribed by Austin 
Friars Trust Holdings, Ltd. So far as 
he knew, there was no balance-sheet of 
Austin Friars Trust. 

Mr. Justice Avory—Were there any 
annual meetings ?—Not so far as I know. 


£19,000,000 LIABILITIES. 

Sir Giblert Garnsey said that the Austin 
Friars Trust, Ltd., issued an approximate 
statement in September, 1928. 

The Attornev-G-neral—You have esti- 
mated the liabilities of the Austin Friars 
Trust, Ltd. Can you tell us what thev 
are ?—Thev are about £19.000.000, of which 
about £6,000,000 represents liabilities to 
Corporation and General Securities, Ltd. ; 
the Dundee Trust, Oak Investment Cor- 
poration, Ltd., and Retail Trade Securi- 
ties, Ltd. 

Have vou formed an estimate of the 
value of the assets of Austin Friars Trust, 
Ltd. ?—Yes. They are about £5.500,000. 
It is not easy to arrive at this ficure. 
The assets largely consist of shares in 
companies which the Austin Friars Trust 
promoted. The Hatry crash affected the 
value of those shares considerably. 


PROMOTING A COMPANY. 


Friars Trust during its 
span of life promoted a good many 
companies. One company promoted by 
the Austin Friars Trust was Stee) Indus- 
tries of Great Britain, Ltd., which was 
incorporated in June last It was a hold- 
ing company, and the idea of it was to 
acquire shares and Debenture in two 
existing and established steel companies— 
United Stee] Companies, Ltd., and Strip 
and Bar Mills, Ld. 

To purchase those shares and Deben- 
tures a good deal of money was needed. 
That money was raised by syndicates and 
by pledeing and borrowing on steel shares, 

Sir William—-What was the amount of 
money raised from those two sources ’— 


About £4,800,000. 
A CASH TRANSACTION. 


That was raised in cash ?—Yes, Of that 
amount about £4,200,000 was expended 
for the purpose indicated. The whole 
proposition was self-financing, but the 
money expressly raised for the purpose of 
acquiring steel shares and debentures was 
not used entirely for that purpose. Of 
the £4,800,000 raised, £1,500,000 was 
used for other purposes to meet liabilitivs 
previously incurred and the purchasing 
of shares in the associated companies of 
the Austin Friars Trust.

Mr. Phelps said that he would undertake 
that the attidavit would be made.

CASE TO BE RE-HEARD. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The applicant, in the case or John Heron 
against the Siemens Bau Union, appealed 
from a decision of Cireuit Court Judge 
McElligott at Limerick dismissing his appli- 
cation for compensation under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act for injuries received while 

in the employment of the respondents. 

The applicant, a native of Donegal, had 
stated that he was a labourer employed in 
connection with the Shannon scheme at Ard- 
nacrusha and Newtown, Limerick, and that 
while working a bogey received injuries to 
his body and head, which resulted in deaf- 
hess, 

In his judgment the Circuit Court Judge 
stated that the applicant had given his evi- 
dence so loudly that he thought there was 


He was a man of ; danger to the roof of the Courthouse, which 


already had been reported by the Surveyor as 
being in a dangerous condition. That led 
him to think that the man must have been 
suffering from deafness, but there was no 
evidence to show that the man was deaf, or 
that his deafness arose from the accident. 

Mr. Reidy (instructed by Messrs. J. and 
P. Rogers) who appeared for the appellant, 
asked, in the circumstances, that the case 
should be sent back in order that medical 
evidence on that point might be obtained, 
and said that his client had been taken by 
surprise owing to the action and pleadings of 
the respondents.

A CHEQUE FOR £125. 


MONAGHAN APPEAL, 


In a case of Wilhelmina J. Caldwell 
against Robert H. Gardiner, an appeal by the 
plaintiff was beard. Her claim was for £125 
mm respect of a transaction in Clones, Co. 
Monaghan. Circuit Judge Devitt at Monaghan 
dismissed the action. The plaintiff alleged 
that the defendant had given a cheque to her 
husband for his good-will in a house in 
Clones, but it wag dishonoured. The suit 
was on foot of that cheque for £125, and the 
defence was that there was no consideration 
for the cheque. The cheque was given to 
Thomas EF. Caldwell, the husband of the 
ES who 1s a horse dealer in Clones; 
ut she was conducting business for her 
husband, as it was stated that he had been a 
bankrupt and had gone to live in Belfast. 
The grounds of the appeal were that the 
judge had admitted statements into the case 
which were not evidence, and had acted upon 
evidence other than the evidence tendered in 
the action, 

Mr. ©. F. Matheson (instructed by Mr. J. 
G. Magrath) appeared for the appellant, and 
Mr. 5. Me(Guckin (instructed by Messrs. W. 
E. Knight and Son) for the respondent, 

It appeared from the evidence and the 
statement of counsel that the real question in 
the case was the object for which the cheque 
was given. A house in Clones, which was 
occupied by the Caldwell family, was pur- 
chased by Mr. Gardiner from Mr. Parke, the 
mortgagee, and in order to secure the good- 
will of the one the defendant gave a 
cheque for £125 to Mr. Caldwell, but the 
plaintiff stated it was dishonoured. One of 
the parties to the suit at the time of this 
transaction, said Mr. Matheson, was going 
on their honeymoon, and when they returned 
it was discovered that there was no money 
to meet the cheque. 

Mr. McGuckin argued that the evidence in 
the case was all the one way, and upon that 
basis the decision of the Circuit Court Judge 
was delivered. There was no consideration. 
The possession of the house in respect of 
the good-will of which the cheque was given 
had not been surrendered within the specified 
time to Mr. Gardiner. In those circumstances 
he asked the Court to dismiss the appeal. 
Mr. Gardiner had intended to get married, 
and purchased this house in which to live. 
He went on his honeymoon, but when he 
returned he had no house of his own to which 
to bring his bride. 

The Court dismissed the appeal, with costs, 
and held that the order of the Circuit Court 
Judge on the evidence was correct.

Peter Kavanagh, a jobbing gardener, was 
charged with ee Mrs. Mullett, wife 
of Mr. H. A. Mullett, Secretary of the 
Central Savings Committee, Free State 
Department of linance, with intent to ravish 
her, with indecent assault on Mrs. Mullett, 
and with assaulting Mrs. Mullett with intent 
to do her bodily harm, on September 20 last, 
near her residence at Dalkey. 

The accused man pleaded '' Not guilty.” 

Mr, E. J Kelly, K.C., in opening the 
cause, said that there was only one count thai 
mattered—that was the assault with intent 
to ravish his client. Owing to the bravery 
and resourcefulness of Mrs. Mullett, this 
attempt failed. Mrs. Mullett had heen visit- 
ing some friends in Terenure, and returned 
by "bus to Dalkey, where she arrived about 
10 p.m. Near the back gate of her residence 
on the Nerano road a man stepped out «n 
the road, put his left hand round her, and, 
putting a revolver to her chest, said, ‘‘ Hands 
up or I'll shoot.” She had a bag in her 
hand and asked the man what he wanted, 
and he made a filthy suggestion. She said, 
“I don’t know what you mean,” or words 
to that effect. 

“| KNOW YOU.” 

The man then loosened his hold on her 
to let her get her bag. She preserved hor 

resence of mind and backed towards tlie 
amp on the road so that she could identify 
him. She got a full view of his face, and 
recognised him. She said, “‘I know you, and 
you will suffer for this.” Still holding the 
revolver, the man said, “If you open your 
mouth, I'll shoot.” She repeated, '' You will 
suffer for this.” 

The man then threw her to the 

ound, fell on top of her and broke 
a leg. He maltreated her as only 4 
maniac would use a woman. Fortunately, 
footsteps “were heard, and the man went 
away, leaving her lying on the ground. A 
short time afterwards he came back to look 
for the revolver, which he had dropped. 
She said, “ You brute; you have broken 
my leg.” He said, “I am sorry, ma’am, ' 
and went away, She was afterwards brought 
to her home. 

The man was not a stranger to Mrs. 
Mullett, as he had worked for her as a 
jobbing gardener. She had, therefore, 1.0 
difficulty in identifying him. He had the 
smell of drink off him. 

inspector O'Riordan , accompanied by 
Guards, visited Kavanagh's house, and found 
a flash pistol, used in lighting gas, which 
was sufficiently like a real pistc! to frighten 
people. am Kavanagh's back garden they 
saw some of the ground newly dug, and :n 
opening it found it covering fragments of 
newly bufnt material, When questioned, 
Kavanagh said that he had had a pint of 
porter at 8 p.m. in a public-house, and then 
went home. 

Mrs. Mullett had been brought to hospital, 
and had only recently come out. ‘hen 
Kavanagh was brought 1 the hospital, with 
others, for identification, Mrs. Mullett 
fainted. When she recovered she identified 
the accused man without the slightest hesita- 
tion. 

They were struck with admiration at the 
bravery and resourcefulness of Mrs. Mullett, 
added counsel, and they must also express 
admiration for the public spirit with which 
she had devoted herself to that prosecution, 
in which she was coming forward to testify 
to the facts. He thought at the close of this 
case she would at least have the reward oí 
having brought a guilty man to justice. 

MRS. MULLETT’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. (Catherine Mullett, who had to be 
assisted to the witness chair, told the Court 
that she lived at Springfield House, Dalkey. 
(nu September 50 she had been visiting in 
Terenure, and returned to Daikey by ‘bus. 
When she was approaching her house she 
stepped off the path, and a man walked out 
of the side gate and said, ‘‘ Hands up or 
I'll shoot.” He put his left arm round her 
and held her tightly, at the same time 

lacing the revolver at her breast, and made 

Ithy suggestions to her. Witness said, ‘‘ I 
don’t know what you mean; I'll give you 
money,” and the man said, ' Well, give me 
monev.” Witness then opened her bag and 
moved backwards into the light of a lamp in 
order to identify her assailant. When she 
ot under the light she said, ‘‘ You'll suffer 
or this.” While searching the bag she had 
4 d look at the man, and she then said, 
“1 know you.”’ 

Mr. Kelly—You recognised him?— Yes. 
He was Kavanagh, the man in the dock, and 
he worked for me last June in the garden. 


RECOGNITION. 

Proceeding, Mrs Mullett said that she 
knew Kavanagh's appearance. On the night 
of the occurrence he was wearing a 
shabby grey tweed suit, a fawn over- 
coat and a soft hat turned down. 
When witness told the man that she 
recognised him, he became brutal and 
dragged her back into the dark. He muttered 
filthy suggestions. Witness struggled and 
kicked the man. He then became very 
savage, and witness fell, the man falling on 
top of her, breaking her leg. Witness 
pretended that she heard footsteps, and 
said, “Here is my husband.” Her 
assailant got up and walked away a short 
distance, and left the revolver on the ground. 
He came back, and when witness attempted 
to rise she found that her leg was broken. 
She told the man, and he said, '“ 1 am sorry.” 
The man was not drunk, but had a smell oí 
drink, off him. Witness dragged herself 
across the road, and shouted out for help. 
The man then made off. A little while after- 
wards Miss Condrin came along in her motor 
car and brought witness to her home. The 
only articles that she missed from her bag 
were some letters. 

IDENTIFICATION PARADE. 

Witness was attendea by Dr. Enright at 
her residence that night, and subsequently 
was conveyed to the Mater Hospital. ‘Lhe 
next occasion on which she saw Kavanagh 
was when he was brought to the hospital 
with other men for the purpose of an identi- 
fication parade. When the men were brought 
into her room she saw Kavanagh and fainted. 
When she revived she identified the acensed 
man as the man who attacked her. She 
identified him by his peculiar nose and 
mouth. He was also wearing the same 
clothes as he had on the night of the 
attack. 

Mr. Kelly—Have you the faintest shadow 
of doubt that the man who attacked you in 
this brutal manner is the accused man in 
the dock ’—No. 

The Judge—Is that the man in the dock 
over there’—Yes. 

Is that the same man who attacked you 
that night on the road?—Yes 

Have you any doubt whatever’'—No. . 

Miss ‘J. Condrin said that while motoring 
on the night of the outrage she saw Mrs. 
Mullett lying against a wall, her hat at the 
back of her head, one shoe off, and her 
attaché case, purse and parcels were lying 
on the road. She said that she had been 
attacked by a man. They took her to Spring- 
field House. i 

Dr. J. I. Enright, agg gave evidence 
of having attended Mrs. Mullett after the 


attack. 
MEDICAL EVIDENCE, 

Surgeon P. J. Smyth, Mater Hospital, said 
that he believed that Mrs. Mullett would be 

ermanently disabled. Describing her tte 
« said that both bones of the left ankle had 
been dislocated, three operations being neces- 
sary. There were several bruises on the face 
and body. She was eleven weeks in a nursing 
home. There was stil] considerable deformity 
of the left ankle joint. She could not walk 
on it, and would not be able to walk on it in 
a normal way for at least four months. 

Inspector J. O'Riordan said that when he 
visited the accused man, with Inspector 


Gilbride and Detective Officers Cryan and. 


Lalor, the prisoner said that he had no fire- 
arms. After a search Detective Cryan found 
a flash pistol. In a small garden near the 
aceused man’s home Detective Cryan also 
found a quantity of burnt clothes which were 
buried. At an identification parade Mrs. 
Mullett pointed out the accused man, who 
said, ‘‘You are making a mistake, Mrs. 
Mullett,’’ and she replied that she was not. 

Inspector Gilbride said that the accused 
man when charged replied that he would 
reserve his statement. At the identification 
parade Mrs. Mullett fainted when she saw 
defendant. Later she identified him and 
said that he was the man who assaulted her. 

isoner did not call any witness or 
ive avidenes but merely said that he was in 
is home at the time of the outrage, about 
which he knew nothing. 
ADDRESS JURY, 

The Judge, addressiny the jury, said that 
the case was of a nature that hardly ever 
came before a Dublin jury. One could hardly 
believe that such a crime could be committed. 
It looked like the crime of an insane savage. 
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How any man could possibly behave as it was 
slleged a man behaved in this case he (the 
judge) could not understand. If the jury 

lieved the story told by Mrs. Mullett, thay 
would have little doubt as to the identifica. 
tion of the aceused as the man she met cn 
the road on the night she was attacked. A 
very remarkable thing happened in the bos- 
pital. When her eyes upon the 
accused man she fain That was a signifi. 
cant piece of evidence. The jury would have 
to ask themselves if Mrs. Mullett was an 
accurate, reliable and truthful witness. nf 
they were of the opinion that she was, they 
would find the prisoner guilty. If they had 
any doubt, they would give that doubt to 
the accused man and acquit him. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on the 
first and third counts, and he was sentenced 
to five years’ penal servitude. 

The Judge said that he would be shirking 
his duty to the public if he imposed a lesser 
penalty, He praised the work of all the 
police officers concerned.

JURY’S VERDICT IN DUBLIN 
CASE. 

By direction of the Court, a plea of “ Not 
guilty ' was entered when George Mooney, 
of Fleet street, Dublin, was charged with 
having a land mine, a revolver and ammuni- 
tion in lis possession on November 9 last. 

Mr. E. .. Kelly, prosecuting, said that 
accused man had in his possession sufficient 
explosives to blow u» that courthouse, and 
the detectives prevented Dublin from being 
the scene of a terrible tragedy on the night 
of November 9. : 

Detective Officer T. Lane said that when 
stopped in Harcourt street the accused man 
said that he was going to 14 Adelaide road, 
and that the parcel he carried. contained 
clothes. When Detective Officer Coughlan 
asked what a paper parcel found in the 
accused man’s coat pocket contained vhe 
defendant replied, “‘lt might be clothes,’’ 
but when examined the parcel contained 
a revolver fully loaded and six spare bullets. 
The defendant said that he was passing by 
the Meath Hospital when a man named Joe 
Smith—whom. he knew nothing about except 
that his name was Joe Smith—asked him to 
take two parcels to 14 Adelaide road. The 
detectives found that the residents of 14 
Adelaide road did not expect parcels or 
clothes. 

The defendant in a statement said: “Il 
only know I had two parcels when arrested.” 

Later, when questioned with regard to 
articles found at his home, the accused man 
said he knew about the ompts cartridges 
which had been there for years; but he knew 
nothing about the other articles found there. 

THE MINE. 

Commandant D. Stapleton, Chief Inspector 
of Ordnance, Free State Army, said that the 
mine properly placed would demolish an 
ordinary two-storey house. 

Detective P. Downey said that he found 
empty and re-loaded cartridges in Mooney s 
home. 

Mooney did not 
or make any statement. 

After an absence of thirty-five minutes the 
jury returned, and the foreman said that the 
jury felt that sufficient evidence had not been 
provided to connect the accused man with the 
parcel that he was alleged to have carried 
and the land mine described by Commandant 
Stapleton; they had mo evidence from 
Superintendent Ennis that he took charge 
of the parcel and was responsible for its safe 
keeping, and they would like to know if the 
accused man was in occupation of the place 
where the ammunition was found, 

The Judge replied that the prosecutor was 
not at liberty to give fresh evidence at that 
stage.

THE VERDICT. 

After an additional eight minutes’ absence 
the jury returned with a verdict of ‘‘ gmlty™ 
in the case of the revolver and ammunition, 
and “ not guilty ” in the case of the mine. 

The Judge said that he saw no reason why 
a lesser sentence than two years’ with hard 
labour should be imposed, to date from the 
dav of arrest. 

A voung girl applauded the accused man 
as he was heing removed to the cells.

THE QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 

Continuing his argument, Mr. Cecil Lavery 
said that Article 10 did not provide for any 
officer except where that officer retired or was 
discharged. It was a wrong attitude to claim 
that every trarsferred officer should be com- 
pensated, In the ordinary way the question 
of compensation did not arise. There were 
many civil servants serving under the new 
Government a? they had done under the old, 
and in their cases no question of compensation 
arose. If a civil servant was dissatisfied he 
could retire and appeal for compensation and 
recover compensation from that Board. 

He proceeded to analyse the basis on which 
compensation was to be computed. On the 
question of superannuation, he said that 
superannuation was not a legal right in the 
case of civil servants, and, in challenging 
that, Mr, Dickie was flving in the face of all 
decisions. Superannuation was a bounty, and, 
he submitted, there was no case for compen- 
sat‘on claims in respect of it. 

He examined at great length the question 
of computing compensation for officers who 
had heen promoted and were claiming comnen- 
sation on the basis of their improved position, 
and said that strictly speaking the question 
of a promoted officer should not arise at all; 
that the Treaty envisaged only two classes 
to be compensated, namely, those civil 
servants who chose to retire in consequence of 
the chance of Government, and those who 
were discharged by the Government. It was 
expected that the position of the civil] servants 
would he cleared un in a reasonable time: 
that a Free State Civil Service wovld he set 
up, and that officers in that service would 
have no rights to compensation at all—once a 
man entered the service of the Free State at 
ell ha ceased to have any rights under 
Article 10. 

THE TRANSITION PERIOD. 

That Article contemplated that the men 
who were to get comvensation should never 
have served the Free State Government at all. 
He contended that such promotion as thev 
received during the transition period should 
not be reckoned in awarding compensation, 
and said that the officers who carried on ‘n 
office had entered into undertakings that :hey 
would not claim compensation in respect of 
that promotion.
